THE COLONIAL POLICY OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


The colonial policy of Great Britain, although 
it has been eminently successful, possibly pre-em- 
inently so, is undoubtedly faulty in some respects. 
Those who are at all familiar with the history of 
the British Colonies must be struck with the 
similarity of the process through which they 
have all had to pass. Governed virtually by the 


*, Minister of State for the Colonies, and whose 
_ignorance of the genius and capacity of colonists 
/- is only equalled by his indifference to their desires 


and necessities, every step has to be warmly con- 


tested, and every right and liberty as grudgingly 


and reluctantly ceded as though British subjects 
surrendered their common rights) by becoming 


_ Britigh colonists. Instead of training the people 


to the glorious art of self-goverriment every germ 
of manly self reliance is checked, and every arti- 
fice resorted to in order to reduce them to the 
status of mere helpless serfs, looking to a power 
many thousand miles off to do for them what 
they should be early taught to do for them- 
selves. 

What would be thought of parénts who would 
adopt such a system in bringing up their sons? 
If instead of training them to walk,-talk and act, 


- anxiously. waiting and watching for the maturing 


of those faculties which would enable them to 
think and act for themselves without that pater- 
nal aid and guidance which was so essential dar- 
ing childhood, they should inculeate a disposition 
of passive and helpless dependence, and rudely 
check any of those indications of independent, 
manly action which are supposed to be hailed 
with joyful satisfaction by the fond parent, we 
would have no hesitation in declaring them utterly 


unfit to be entrusted with the important and re- |’ 


sponsible task of educating their children. 

Strikingly similar in many respects is the 
colonial policy of Great Britain, As a rule it is 
the most energetic, hardy, manly, ‘self relient of 
her sons who first people. her Colonies ; the 
best fitted of all others for the enjoyment and 
safe and profitable exercise of more than ordinary 
liberty of action, a liberty, too, to which their 
adventure in some sense entitles them. Men 
who possess the spirit and enterprise to leave 
the overcrowded cities and counties of the old 
country and, circamnavigating the globe, become 
the founders of new Colonies, are most assuredly 
better qualified to understand-the requirements 
and capabilities of such Colonies than the. old 
fogies they have left euveloped in the smoke and 
dust of London. 

We would not be understood to treat lightly 
the status: of British Statesmen. They are un. 
equalled in the world ; and, in their own sphere, 
the best fitted of all men to manage and direct 
the affairs and destinies of a great and powerful 


‘nation. But does it necessarily follow that, sit- 


ting in their offices in London, they are the best 
mento manage the internal affairs of Colonies 
at the opposite side of the globe?) What possi- 
ble knowledge can they possess regarding the 
internal affairs of British Columbia, for example ? 
What do they know of her hills of precious metal, 
her prairies, lakes and rivegs? What estimate 
can they form of her valuable forests, boundless 
fisheries, exhaustless coal-beds, in short her enor- 
mous commercial capacity, and uiequalled natu- 
ral resources? Or, what conception can they 
have of the character and energy, the capacity. for 
the enjoyment of liberal institutions of her people?

SMUGGLING ON OUR COAST. | 
| There can be little doubt that a very extensive 
smuggling trade has been-systematically carried 
on between Victoria and the numerous Indian 
settlements upon the sea coast of this Colony ; 
and|the very unwise policy of permitting vessels 
to clear at Victoria for such places has afforded 
& most convenient cloke. for such traffic. Not 
nly have a number of small sail vessels been 
regularly engaged in the. trade, but-there is very 
little doubt that the H. B, Company’s steamer 
Labouchere has also been largely employed in the 
game nefarious traffic. _ Very Jarge quantities of 
# fire water” hate ade furnished to the Indians, 
besides trinkets and general merchandise ; and, 
considering the ‘trifling amount collected at Vic- 
‘toria, but a meré fraction could have paid duties, 
We protested at the time against an arrange- 
ment by which’ goods imported into this Colony 
should be permitted to pay duty in another ; 
and/a few months experietice in’ the Seactical 
working of the thing must ere this have convinced 
every candid lind of the folly and injustice of 
the scheme We claimed that it was right and 
proper ‘that umitil there should be a sufficiently 
extensive trade at a given point north, of, this to 
justify the expense of a revenue establishment 
thereat all importations should enter and pay 
duty here. 
| But past experience has convinced us that the 
hature of the case would justify if not demand 
¢ven s more sttingent measnre, The chicf part 
bf the trade to which we allude as being carried 
on between Victoria and our coast is comprised 
in the article ofa vile compound. called whiskey, 
which is given fo the Indians in barter for skins 


and any other articles of value they may have to |. 


part'with, This tradeis a most lucrative one, 
as the mixture probably costs no more than 10 or 
15 cents » gallon, and the daty chargeable upon 
it would be $1.50 per gallon; so that even at 
cost and duty obly added a very handsome profit 
would be realized. 

But probably, the most serious feature of this 
trade i is the fact that it is utterly destroying the 
Indians. Maildened by this. poisonous. drug, 
these poor deluded savages are tomahawking 
ench other, and more recently they are turning 
their attention to the whites, and seeking to re- 


‘venge the wrong inflicted upon them by these 


white scoundrels. There is little doubt that 
nearly if not all of the Indian murders which we 
have had to chronicle during thése two years 
have, either directly or indirectly, arisen, out of 
this most fruitful source of crime. 

In view of all the circumstances of the case 
we believe that not only should the arrangement 
for these goods paying doty i in Victoria be at 
oneé abrogated, but the importation of spirits 
from Victoria to any place on our coast. sliduld 
be declared contraband, and the most stringent 
‘preventative méasures adopted. Were this done 
the present illicit trade would quickly cease alto- 
gether, and «ne of a more healthy character 
would rapidly Spring up between this port and 
the coast, which being under the immediate eye 
of our reverie officers would be a source of rev- 
enue, and at the same tine would be free from 
those most objectionable features by which the 
Victoria trade is characterized. 

We trust this most important matter will oc- 
cupy the serious attention of the Collector, who 
has always evinced great solicitude for the. pro- 
tection of the revenue laws, and who, we are 
disposed to think, was induced to accede to the 
temporary arrangement for the entering of vessels 
at Victoria trading to our coast with some reluc- 
tance and contrary to his own conviction of both 
policy and right.

The insurrection is of the peasants—no- 
bility and middle classes have joined.—The British 
man-of-war Orpheus was wrecked on the coast of New 
Zealand.
